ITED VERDE MINE

DISCOVERER DEAD

Capt. John D. Boyd, Original Owner Of

propcrty Which

Has Paid Millions

In Dividends, Dies Penniless In County

Hospital, Aged 86.

Captain John D. Boyd, original dis
eovarer of the great United Verde cop
per mino, at Jerome, now ownaed by ex-
Senator Willlam A. Clark, of Mortana,
is dead, and in his death Arizona loses
ono of the brave pionesrs who helped
blaze the way for civilization in many
aof the mining Jdistriets of Yavapai anl
tila counties, infested, at the time of
fin advent into the Territory, by the
bloodthirsty  Apaches and  desperate
charncters from other elimes,

The loeator of one of the richest cops,
per mineg in the world died this morn.
ing at 11:10 o'clock, in the county hos.
pital, practically penniless, while those
who have profited by ais privatioon and
hardships in searching out the ledge
which has proved a veritable honanza,
bave made millions out of his discov
ery.

In the carly “dnys of California his
name was  familar  to  hundreds  of
miners and prospectors in the various
mining eamps, and he was known to
them ss a man absolutely devoid of
fear, one ready to risk ais life, it need
be, in his search for the hidden wenlth
of the mineral world,

After many narrow  escapes from
denth at the hoands of the redsking,
while prospeeting alone in the moun-
tain fustnessos of this and other north
orn Arizona counties, Boyd headed a
prospeeting party  waich  erossed the
Binck Hills in 1873, and located in the
Upper Verde Valley. With two broth
«ra, John and Ed. Dougherty, he lo
eated the famous United Verde mine,
making the find himaslf,

John O'Dougherty was an expert as
rayist, and his hrother, Ed., a medieal
student.  After making their locations
they found places where toe Indinna
mined the material, from which they
made war paint, close 1o where ore was
found on the eroppings of a vein which
carried wvalves of 1,800 ounees to the
ton,

Continuing further south, Bowd Jo-
eated what is now the Copper Chief
mine, valued at $1,230000. He also as-
sisted in perfecting tae first body pos
itic in the district, and was electe]l its
president,

Later he disposed of hix holdings in
the mine, which has since paid over
425,000,000 in dividends, for & mere
song ,and in 1876 he departed, with the
same partners, for the Mazatel moun-
taine and the Tonto Bamna  distriet,
then in this county, where tue Tonto
and Last Chanee mines weore locatel
by them, With the Dougherty brothers
be mined there for many vears, being
the first man to ereet a mill for the
reduction of ores, in this part of the
Territory,

The wanderlust seizing mm agaiw,
he disposed of his holdings and once
more returned to  the Black Hills,
where he nequired and disposed of wev-
eral excellent elaims, which have sivee
developed into good mines,

Bixteen years ago, when the noted
suit over the possession of portions of
the Copper Caief mine was being
waged between ex-Senator Clark  amd
John Duke and other owners of the
Copper Chief, Clark settled an annu-
ity upon the man who Lad made it
possible for him  to  purchase
United Vorde mine, which uas assisted
so materially in making him a million.
aire many times over, but after the
suit was compromised, tne payments,
which amounted to $100 per month,
were stopped, nnd Boyd was dismisse |
from Clark's services,

Bpeaking of Captain Boyd's integ-
rity, Mr. Duke, who was opposed o
Clark in the suit, said: **Clark may
have paid him that 100 monthly mere-
ly to influence his testimony, but T
do not believe that any influence on
earth eould have indueed Captuin Boyd
to utter a falsehood on the witness
stand,"’

After the payments from Clark ston-
ped, Boyd became practically a charge
upon the county, Bhortly after, his
health began failing, and he wus com-
pelled to enter the eounty hospital,
here, where ho passed the last year of
his eventful carcer. Waen his resources
were oxhaunsted, Captain Boyd turnsl
for assistance to the county for which
he had done so much in making it a fic
place in wkich to live, rather than to
‘those whom he had assisted on too

road to wealth, and his many friends,

On July 2, 1901, occurred the last
exciting episode in his rugged life. Ho
wis seated upon the poreh of the Rod.
gers & Wingfield store, in Camp Verds,
Suddenly there sounded shots on the
inside of the store, and R. M. Rolgers
and Clint Wingfleld  foll  dead, shot
down by nn assussin, Boyd arose, snd,
meeting tne murderer coming on’,
armed with a sixshooter, started to
grapple with him, despite the Cap
tain's advancod age. The ansassin or
dered Boyd to leave the place at oneo,
of he would slso be killed, Heedlosa
of the warhing, Captain  Boyd con-
tinued to advanee, nnd was shot in the
thigh by the desperndo, wha then made
his eseape from tae store,

The decensed pionecr was a npative
of Bligo county, Ireland, and was &6
years old at the time of his doath, Ia
his younger doys he was a man of mag:
nificent physique, which stood him well
in hand in the many hardships he un.
derwent in his searen for the precious
metals,  He was unmarried, and no
known relatives survive him in  this
part of the world,

Documents were found on his per-
son, after death, indieating he wns 2
member of Oeeidental Lodge, ¥. & A.
M., of San Franciseo, His remning were
taken in charge by the Maus & Shan-
non undertaking parlors, to be held
pending funeral arrangemeonts.

Macdonio Escobar Dead.

He was aged about 30 years
and a native of Mexico. No immediata
relatives survive nim in this rection.

“‘The situation in Globe is not as
embarrassing as one might be led to
expect from the many reports in ew
culation, There has heen a trimming
down of payrolls, quite a number of
men having been  discharged by the
lurger companies, whicl are economiz
ing in every possible way, and at  the
same time somewhat limiting their op
erations uniil  conditions throughout
the country improve, Nevertheless, the
large companies continue to operate,
and most of the smallor development
enterprises are going along as usual,
The financial condition is also more on-
cournging than was feared, as every-
body knows (lobe has been the ‘hard
est hit’ of any town in Arizona, twa
of her national banks having succumh-
od, temporarily, to the eastern inflo-
ences that have affected the entire
ecountry,'’

The rear portion of Evan's anatomy
was peppered from head to heels with
birdshot, so badly that it oeeupied

drug,

In spite of the careful senreh muds
by the justicea nnd the coroner’s jury,
not a vestige of raiment was found,
and it is supposed the woman, aftes
leaving Humboldt, disrobed herself and
wanderad, nude, until she feil, exhaus.-
ed, to die,

Justive Francis notified Supervisor
Smith, last evening, of the conclusions
arrived at by the ecovoner’s jury, and
Chairman Smith ordered a cofflin sent
to the seene of the find, in waoich the
remning will he transported to Huom-
boldt Yor interment,

Previous to  her mystorions  disap
penrance from Humbold:, Hattie Koox
had been a resident of the Smeltsr
City for a year. Hhe was a well known
eharacter in  the wsaloons awd dance
halls, where her musieal apility mada
her woll liked. SBhe was nddicted to the
drug and liguor habits and only a
short time before she left toe plaes
was known to have been under the in
fluence of either morphine or oplum,
Hhe was last seen alive on the ral
rond, near & ranch about five miles dis
tant from where the skeleton was dis
covered, Monday, by owve of (the
bridge crew, Her two dogs returnel
to the ranch the day after sne was

seen.  Searching parties were organ
ized and the ontire valley and neigh
boring mountuins and canyons scoured
for several days in quest of her, but
without suceess,

She I(-nt.ne no known' relatives liwre
and nothing is known of uer previous
history, She was known n Humbollt
and Prescott as a very charitable wo.
man, and oftentimes, it is swid, she
gave her last dollar to relleve  tas
hunger of those in need,

BANTA FE BECURES INTEREST IN
DEL RIO BPRINGS.

(From Wednesday's Dally)
Deeds transferring the title to  the

SnoW and Bhivers rauches ot Del Rio,
from the Del Rio Smeltor compiny to
the Santa Fe Land Improvement com-
pany, a subsidiary of the Sauta Fa
Railrond company, were recorded in
the county recorder’s oflice, Monday.
The ranches carry the title to  one
half the water of the Del Rio Springs,
the wource of water supply for the eity
of Prescott, which owns the other half.
The springs are the sonrco of the
Verde river, They contain the largost
water supply within ensy reach of rail
rond communieation in northern Arl.
zona. The flow is estimated at over
2,000,000 gallons a day.

In the dey seasons of the past few
years, the Santa Fe railroad was com.
pelled to rely on its  water supply
through the city's pumpiog plant. A
regulanr water train was ron daily be
tween Dei Rio and Ash Fork, and it i«
suld the city derivod monthly revenues
#s high ne 1,200 form the water furn-
ished the railrond., This income, it s
stated, was the cause of starting ne
gotintions for the purchase of the half
interest in tne water by the railroad
compuny, which resulted in  the pur-
chase of the property for the smelter
compuny,

It is not believed either the Santa
Fe nor the land company will install a
pumping plant this year at Del Rio, ns
the ponds used for n water supply
nlong the main line will soon be fill+]
by the winter snows and rains, It is
thought, however, that a pumping
plant will be installed before tae dry
sonson of 1908 arrives.

The water s the purest in the Ter
ritory, It ix ns desirable for boiler as
for domestic use on account of the
absence of alkali.

President Roosevelt nas  aceepted ihe
resignation of Major W, H. H. Llew.
ellyn as United States district sttoraey
for this Territory, on acecount of
charges which have bLeen preferre |
nguinst him, and has appointod Captary
David JI. Lesly of Las Vogas in  his
stead, Mujor Llewallyn, It s  aw
noupecd, has  been transferred ‘o
specinl work i the department of jus
tice,

Llewellyn's  resignntion  follows u
long fight which has been made upon
him by certain politicians, and his ut-
terances concerning the government s
special agents who have been in New
Mexico for seme time investigating
conl land frauds,

Morgan O. Llewellyn, son of Major
Llewellyn, will resign as surveyor gen:
eral of New Mexico, about the first of
the year, and will enter his father's
law offico at Las Cruees, N. M.  His
suceessor has not yet boen selected.

Solicitor General Honry M. Hoyt has
left Washington for New Moexico, a3
companying Governor Curry, who was
here for some days. The solicitor gon
eral, it is announced, will investigits
the charges that have been filed againm
Major Llewellyn as United States at.
torney. He will also look into the
pending conl land  frauds and other
land cases in this Territory and will
make n full report (o the President,

None of the New Mexieavs in
Washington wita  Curry  woeld  dis
cuss the charges against Major Llew
ellyn, or the caupes leading to his res
ignation and that of his son. Ormshy
MeHarg, specinl sttorney in the de
partment of justice, who has  hai
charge of the land investigations i
Noew Mexico, and who was reenlled o
short time ago, will return to  Now
Mexico at onee.

FLURRY HURT NEW MEXICO.

Norris, reprosenting Rom
eyn Berey, a Now York ereditor of the
Arizona Smelting company, capitalized
for #17,500,000 and opersting the Hum-
baldt plant, filed application for the
appointment of J. Kearnoy Rico nx re
eeiver for the company,

Attorney Norris, who is also the le.
gnl  representative  of  the  Arizona
Bmelting company  here, stated the
company would not oppose the appli
eation or appointmoent of Mr, Rice, who
has already been appointod reesiver by
the New Jersoy courts for ihe com
pany.

Tae application for a recciver, filod
here, isx but a formal move, in arder 1o
put the receiver appointed in New Jor
sey in possession  of the company’s
smoltiog plant and other property st
Humboldt, Mr. Rice wan alsa appoint-
ei receiver by the New York eonrts, in
order to take possossion of the com-
pany’s office and contents, in  New
York City,

Attorney Norris was of the opinion
that there would be a reorganization
of the compnny brought about, rather
than an adjodieation in bankruptey,
adding, however, tant if it was found
impossible for the company to dis
charge its obligations, it would un-
doubtedly he declared n bankrupt. He
thought, though, that the company, if
the reorgnnization is affectod, will be
able to pay its indebtedness and re
sume operations in the got distant fu
ture,

COMPANY OREATLY
OVER BHOWING.

WICKENBURG, Ariz, Nov, 27, -
(Special Correspondence of the Jour
nal Miner.) It is reported, on good
authority, that the management of
the Interior mine is hignly eluted over
the showing in that property on the
300-Foot level, where drifting ix now in
progress, and where the ore body i
larger and richer than that found on
the lower levels, Thousands of tons
of ore are wald to be bloeked out in
the 200-foot level, enough to keep the
mill running for two or three years

The Hite property, formerly known
an the King Solomon group, is to be
oquipped with a mill early next year,
according to & member of the company,
speaking with  your eorrespondent.
Manager Rice has been waiting until
the 500-foot level was passed, in order
to wee what kind of plant would be
hest suited for permanent work, as no
change in the character of the ore is
expected below this level, The ledge
has proven uniform all the way down,
A tunnel has been driven in on t ne
ledge, 1,000 feet, which taps the shaft
at the 100-foot level, and a drift has
been run on the 200-foot level for 250
feet. The ore nverages §11 per ton,

The Vulture Peak Copper company is
being formed to take over a group of
e¢laims in the Vulture distriet ,owned
by Byron Bmith, n well known Yava
pai county prospector and operator,
and work will be pushed on the elaims
this winter, with the intention of get.
ting the property in shape for large
operations, ns exeellent prospects are
said to exist there for n mine, Sey-
eral shallow shafts and open euts on
the property expose to view ore of
more or less richness, The ledge is
now heing explored.

What is considersd by the manage-
ment of the Conmolidated Union Grand
as being n most fortunate discovery, is
the large body of sulphide ore opened
up some days ago, an necount of which
appeared in the Journal-Miner at  the
time. To your correspondent a meom-
her of the company here this week, de-
elared the body was proving all that
eould be expectod, and that it would
undoubtedly have the effect of reju
venating this somewhat doll enmp.

After he had performod his amatess
operation of trying to disintegrate his
sitorindaw, and hearing the approseh
of the wounded woman’s husbasd,
Evans, deeming discretion the Leties
part of valor, didl a sprinting  wtuak
down Granite street which made poar,
old Dan Pateh look like a solling plates;
and disappeared around a convenlent
corner, but not before the irste has
band had pumped two charges of bisd-
shot from an sutomatic shotgun iste
his back, wome 200 of the leaden pal-
lets Inter being removed from varioas
parta of hin resr anatomy, the wounds
eausing him to oat his meals off the
mantel for some days after,

Mry. King and her husband testified
to Evans' coming home intoxieated to
tho house oecupied jointly by the
Kings and the Evans, and of how, be-
cause she intimated, in reply to a sler
cast by Evans, that he, possibly, might
be & deseendant of a mongrel roce, he
had stabbed her, after which bhe fled
Opposed to this was the single state-
ment of Evans that Mrs. King had
dealt him a deft blow with & billet of
wood, and that in attempting to pre-
vent her further use of the wenpon, he
aceidentally eut her with his knife,
which he happened to have opem at
the time,

On the first ballot, only three of
the jurors seamed to believe the state-
ments of the Kings a agninst Evass™
unsupported word, ns the othor nine
voled for nequittal. Four more bal-
lots were taken, the fourth standing
eleven to one for aequittal, and the
fifth being unanimous for acquittal,
